WHITES OPEN ATTACK. 

Attempt was made by foremen to 
keep both forces at werk by plac- 
ing thers on different parts of the 
pier. Eight negroes on their way 
to pier No. 48 were attacked by a 
group of whites 

Seven of the negroes fled, but 
Brown, according to the police, was 
captured and made the target for the 
stones the atteckers had 
themselves with from a nearby 
bullding in course ef construction. 

Word of Brown's plight spread 
quickly amone the negroes at work 
on the Pl Capitan and they rushed 
en masse to his rescue. As the col- 
umns of negroes converged upon the 
fight the white longshoremen 
launched a counter-attack and in- 
stantly West street was a solid mass 
of a full 2000 battling men. 

After three-quarters of an hour 
the police finally got the situation 
in hand, dispersing the whites and 
driving the negroes back to the 
Southern Pacific pier.

STILL MYSTERY.

that Mra. Roe held the revolver tn 
both hands and shot Gravdon when 
she preased the weapon against hit 
back and fired. 


Mrs. Roe emphatically dented that 
she did the shooting, stating that 
she had no gun. Several revolver 
cartridges were found in Mra. Rees 
automobile, Chief of Police Loomis 
aald yesterday. 

WIDOW is ACCUSED. 


Mei Doane declared that 


at Rowers when he and her hus- 
band were grappling, but that she 
miseed him and the bullet struck 
Graydon in ne back. The Venice vo- 
lice say they will smash this theory 
at ‘he Inquest when the slain man’s 
shirt will be exhibited. It bears 
dense powder marks, proving that the 
weapon was held very close when 
it was fired, they uu. 

Mr. Bowers talked more freely 
nan the other three prisoners. 

“We * tell our stories at the in- 
quest,” he sald. “We don’t care to 
have the public try the case. It's 
none of the public's business. And 
there will be a surprise or two sprung 
at the inquest. We're in an awful 
mess, Lut we are in the right. 

“Mra. Roe did not do the shooting 
neither did Mr. or Mra. Doane or my- 
self. With my own eves I saw Mre 
Graydon run Across the street with 
the artillery and into a neighbor's 
house 

But Mr. Bowers would not say 
that he saw Mra Graydon do the 
shooting. 

The investigation is greatly ham- 
pered by the refusal of the partici- 
pante in the fight to state where the 
tell-tale gun was hidden. The 
ground around the scene of the 
shooting is nothing but deep, drift- 
ing sand and it ie possible that if 
the weapon were tossed into the sand, 
the ocean breezes hastily covered it 
ever. Also. the police are inclined 
ta belleve that the weapon might 
have been tossed into the canal near 
the house. 

That a terrific fight had taken 
place prior to the shooting of Gray- 
don was shown by the battered. face 
of Mr. Bowers and the bedy of the 
dead man. Steil “knuckles” and a 
biack-jack were used before the gun 
was injected into the fight, it is sald. 
These are being held as evidence. Mr. 
Bowere said that Mr. Graydon had 
beaten him brutally with a black 
jack on the back and head. Mr. 
Lowers, himself, ie a cripple with a 
useless right hand. The dead man“ 
head showed steel “knuckle” injur- 
les. which the police believe were in- 
flicted by Rowers. 

Deputy Sheriff Connelly, who had 
been detailed on previous poccasions 
= the row between Graydon and 
Mrs. Doane, and who took Graydon 
to the beach last Wednesday after- 
noon, declared yesterday that neither 
Graydon nor his wife a gun. 
Deputy Sheriff Connely left the scene 
before the altercation arose.

with a post-dated check. When Mra 
— ayn resented it at the bank she 
was used payment. Mr. Graydon 
was — and the house was 
rented to W. L. Moore of 476 Hart. 
ford avenue. Mr. Graydon sued 
Mrs. Doane for possession and the 
case was on appeal after judgment 
had been obtained by him. A writ 
of requisition was served on Mr. 
Moore last Wednesday by Deputy 
Sheriff Connely. Mr. and Mrs. Moore 
were ejectg!] and Mr. Graydon and 
wife rezained posession of the 
place. 

Mrrs. Doane was informed of this 
action and then hastened to the 
Sheriff's office where she seeured a 
stay bond. With her husband
